DR. GASTER AND THE TAILORS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—I have read and re-read the letter of Mr. Zambra Schottliinder, and each 
time with increasing amazement. His attack on Dr. Gaster is simply vulgar, and 
I cannot convince myself even that it is honest and well meant. The question® 
of fact involved in the account of what took place at the meeting of tailors on the 
2nd November, are dealt with by your correspondent in a manner diametrically 
opposed to that of your reporter in yoar issue of the 8th inst. I prefer to put faith 

n your staff, knowing as Ido many of the earnest gentlemen who assist you, 
while my misfortune isso great that I’ have never before heard of Mr. Zambra 
Schottlinder, 

Dr. Gaster attended the meeting in question by invitation, and your report of 
his remarks falls far short of showing that “he excited the most angry feelings 
among a large section of the assembly.” Mr. Schottlinder claims that “ business 
matters must be arranged by business men’’—as a business man myself I cordially 

~ echo this, and so does Dr. Gaster ; for I find your report of his speech makes him say . 
“ He did not believe that the tailors would have welcomed any interference .on the 
part of the Jewith clergy who could scarcely be expected to understand the finan- 
cial or technical aspects of ‘the trade. He was in the fullest sympathy with the 
downtrodden workers.” I certainly notice that Dr. Gaster spoke freely against the 
socialists, and doubtless gentlemen holding socialistic views were displeased ; I find 

’ Mr. Schottliinder displeased, I take it, therefore, Mr. Sch: ttlinder is a socialist. 

Poor Mr. Schottlinder in tilting against Dr. Gaster falls foul of the truth, and 
insinuates (1) that the Portuguese Community is not of importance, and (2) that it 
is “not known to include many hard workers at the tailoring trade.” In both 
respects J think he is completely wrong. _ 

I have felt impelled to address you these few lines in support of a gentleman 
whose position makes it difficult for him to defend himself. I am not concerned to 
follow Mr, Schottlinder in his critical appreciation of :things in general from 
Cardinal Manning to the effects of the recent dock strike. In this latter, however 
I may unfortunately be more interested than your correspondent, and so far I see 
nothing to justify his contention that the dockers are worse off than they were 
before the strike.

THE CHIEF RABBI'S REPLY ON THE RITUAL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—The flight of time, especially in these days of marvellous changes, is truly 
alarming, but it has been brought home to me ina peculiarly acute form on reading 
the letter of “ An English Orthodox Jew” in your last issue, I make an effort, end 
recall to mind the days when the Conference for the revision of the Ritual sat in the 
Council Room of the United Synagogue, under the’presidency of my lamented friend, 
the late Lionel L. Cohen. I picture to myself the arguments adduced in favour of 
the purification of our services, how we struggledifor the very points so graphically 
lescribed by your correspondent. I recall the nights we spent in vain and futile 
endeavours to make a clean sweep of those portions of the Ritual which remind us 
how “the maximum of ceremonial and ritual routine can be combined with a 
minimum of real religions moral teaching.” I see the grouping of the members 


On the one side those who believed, with me, that to tinker with the Prayer Book, ’ 


was not the mandate of our constituents, how we upheld the doctrine that our 
children should have the grand truths of Judaism before them in a simple form’ 
when assembled to reverence their God, On the other side we beheld those who 
invoked the “ Shulchan Arach” in its glory, who informed us that to tamper with 
it was as rank a heresy as was the Protestantism of Luther in days gone by. Yet 
when the leaders of the so-called orthedox party were appealed to, and rcepectfully 
invited to enlighten us as to the real import of the “Shulchan Aruch.” to explain 
why we should, for all time, be bound to be guided by its tenets, not one word of 
enlightcement could we obtain, not one shred of rational explanation was vouchsafed 
to us, One member, at least, could not even tell us what the “Shulchan Aruch” was 
others mer-ly warned us that to icnore it, or to infringe its teachings, would resul, 
in the destruction of all they held most sacred and most dear. Your correspondent 
has described in eloquent terms what the teaching of the ‘‘ Shulehan Arnch” has 
done in the past. Our spiritual chiefs show us what we have to expect in the 
future. I believe the time will come, nay, that it is not far distant, when the mists 
of prejudice will be lifted, when the grand religion we revere will be embodied in 
a service worthy of its divine origin, and when many of those who regard the 
“Shulehan Aruch” as their sheet anchor, will find they have leant on a reed, and 
that the Law of God is based upon something far higher than the tenets of a mystic 
code, the meaning of which few understand, and fewer still regard with a spirit of 
reverence or intelligence worthy of the times in which we live.

THE SYNAGOGUE QUESTION AT HAMPSTEAD. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


*1R,—As there has not appeared in the public press any detailed and consecutive 
account of the movement for a Synagogue in Hampstead, there is, I fear, a danger 
that its most salient feature may be obscured or forgotten. 

With your permission, I propose to recite the history of the movement, which

JEWS’ COLLEGE AND. THE JUDITH MONTEFIORE COLLEGE, 
| RAMSGATE, 


We understand that a serious conflict has arisen between the Council of Jews’ 
College and the Committee of the Judith Montefiore Theological College, Ramegate, 
in connection with the election of two students of Jews' College as students of the 
Ramsgate Institution. The applications of the students for eleetion were made with- 
out their having obtained the previous consent of the Council of Jews’ College, and the 
Committee of the Ramsgate College elected them without having ascertained whether 
they had obtained such consent or even whether the applications had been made 
with the knowledge and approval of the Institution, of which they were students at 
the time. We understand that, in the circumstances, the Council of Jews 
College*has withheld its sanction tosuch proceeding which it regards as seriously 
jeopardising not only the regular course of the training for the Jewish Ministry of 
the two students specially affected, but als» as interfering with the well-being of the 
students generally owing chiefly to the greater pecuniary benefits offered at Ramsgate, 
as distinguished from the educational advantages which are, manifestly, far greater 
in London than in Kamegate. The chief objection of the Council of Jews’ College is 
we believe, based upoa the circumstance that whilst the Ramsgate Committee had 
the whole of the British Empire, so to speak, to recruit from. for ite four student. 
ships there was no oceasion to alienate two of the students of Jews’ College from 
that institution.

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THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
BUCHAREST, 3xp NOVEMBER, 1839. 

His Majesty the King, accompanied by his nephew, Prince Ferdinand of Hohen- 
zollern, the heir presumptive to the throne, has recently visited several towns in 
Moldavia. He spent three days at Jassy with the Prims Minister, M. Catargi, and 
the Minister of War, General Mano. The reception accorded to the King was 
everywhere magnificent. The Jews took an active part in the manifestations of 
devotion and loyalty to his Majesty. AtJassy, in particular, the Jewish notabilities, 
including MM. Michel Daniel, Samuel Weisengriin, and Fabian Byck, as well as a 
deputation from the Jews’ Hospital, consisting of Dr. Lippe and Dr. Rosenthal and 
others, awaited the illustrious visitors at the railway station, and bade them welcome 
in the name of the Jewish community. Several deputations from Jewish charitable 
and educational institutions, escorted His Msjesty to the palace, and at. the official 

reception Jews were a’so admitted.. At this reception King Charles graciously 
expressed to MM. David Wortmann and Samuel Goldenthal his great satisfaction 
with the weloome given him by the Jews, 

His Majesty visited the Jews’ Hospital and congratulated Drs. Taussig, Lippe, 
and Rosenthal, and the Administrators, MM. Scharaga, Speier, and Rosenstein on the 
excellent management of the institution. The Committee profited by the occasion 
to request His Majesty to recognise the hospi'al as an institution of public utility, 
thereby giving it the legal right to take possession of donations and legacies given 
to it by coreligionists. The King referred this request to his Prime Minister. 

In the evening a grand torchlight and musical procession was organised by 
upwards of six hundred Jewish merchants and employers of labour, who after tra- 
versing the town proceeded to the palace. The King and the Crown Prince appeared 
on the balcony and were acclaimed with great enthusiasm. His Majesty requested a 
deputation to enter the palace. This deputation consisted of MM. D. Schwarz, B. 
Goldner, M. Wassermann, Langmantel, and Jacques Leibovitz, The King tendered 
them his cordial thanks, and added that he was convinced of the fidelity of his 
Jewieh subjects. 

On the following day the Administrators of the hospital were received by the 
Prime Minister, to whom they repeated the petition already addresssed to the King. 
His Excellency promised to give satisfaction to the petitioners, as it was the desirs 
of His Majesty to accede to their request. At the close of the audience the members 
of the deputation asked the Minister whether Jews expelled from Roumania by the 
Bratiano Ministry might hope to obtain from the present Government permission to 
return tothe country. M. Catargi replied to the following effect : I have readily 
given a favourable answer to every native Jew expelled from Roumania who asked 
to be allowed to re-cnter the fatherland. Those who are still abroad have only to 
ask, and I will treat them in them in the same way as I have the rest. 

As the honesty of M. Catargi is proverbial, Il am sure we may rely on his word. 
Such of our coreligionists, there’ore, as are anxious to come back to Roumania 
need only address themselves to the Ministry of the Interior in order that effect may 
be given to their wish. 

At the Ethnographical Congress in Paris, to which you referred some weeks ago, 
there took part one of our principal anti-Semites, M. D. Butculescu, of Bucharest. 
He is President of the Anti-Semitic League, of the Alliance Anti-Israélite Universelle, 
wad of the Co-operative Society which excludes Jews from membership, - According 
to the Roumanian papers, M. Butculescu proposed that next year's congress should 
be held at Bucharest, an invitation which wa: unanimously accopted. Should this 
be the case, it would be well if M. Jules Oppert, M. Adolphe Franck, and other 
Jewish savauts came here and thus learot what manner of colleague they have in 
M. Butculescu. 

The annual distribution of relief on the part of the Portuguese community to 
the poor of both rites, has shown a considerable increase ia the number of necessi. 
tous cases, in cons:quence of the operation of M. Bratiano’s restrictive laws, and 
especially the one on hawking. The distribution was personally made by M. M 
Ascher, the esteemed Vice-President of the community, who went from house to 
house, making no distinction between Germans and Portuguese. Replying to those 
coreligionists who congratulated the philanthropist on the termination of his 
arduous tack, he regretted his inability to do more for his unfortunate coreligionists, 
but he hoped by means of the Muaca Society and of the Technical Iasti ute for 
Girls to remove misery and want from Jewish houses in Bucharest.

and—what more commonly happens—if any members of the Board disapprove 
of their assessors’ religious decisions, it does not lie in their mouths to say 
«0. All the licensing, too, is left to the unquestionable discretion of the 
Ecclesiastical Authorities. The result is that between the two stools the rights 
of the butchers and the interests of the public alike often fall to the ground. 

This control is the secret of much of the irritation, which is created 
by the policy of the Board, Of all the communal organizations the Board is 
the least popular. Yet its unpopularity is less the result of the shortcomings 
of its personnel than of its constitution, Toa superficial observer the aim of 
the Board seems to be to exasperate the public by a persistent disregard of 
its wants. There is a general demand for the importation of frozen Kosher 
Meat ; that demand is repeatedly refused.

The ** Shomer” question is 
The butchers who wish to satisfy the desire of their 
customers for hindquarters are compelled to employ Shomerim, who serve the 
double purpose of “ porgers” and detectives. The butchers have to pay for 
their “services” at the rate of thirty-shillings per week. The butchers 
naturally dislike the tax, and the public would dislike the Shomerim, were it 
not that the sale of “‘unporged” hindquarters goes on merrily under the 
Shomer's very eyes. Thus there is discontent, and not even an efficient 
system to counterbalance it. The public laugh at the organization which 
perpetrates the farce ; but it is none the less angry with it for its harassing 
restrictions. And yet the menibers of the Board are only guilty in a minor 
degree, How can any business-like system be established when every attempt 
to establish it is at once hampered by ecclesiastical veto ? 

The Board would do well for its own sake to makea resolute attempt to 
initiate a broader policy, «Government by irritation is bound to defeat its 
own ends by inducing lawlessness and revolt. Nor are such matters as the 
Shomer difficulty and the frozen nieat question the only ones that urgently 
call for more statesmanlike treatment. ‘The Board has already recognised 
that it is a part of its duty to see that the animals which are to be slaughtered 
hy its Shochetim are treated humanely from first to last, and not merely in the 
final act of killing. Some years ago the Board éndeavoured to effect this by 
the offer of prizes to the non-Jewish employés at the slaughter-houses, though 
it would appear that this effort has not been persisted in. The Board must 
now make up its mind to achieve this very desirable object by other and more 
certain means. No attempt to ensure considerate treatment of the animals 
intended to be slaughtered by the Board's officials will be successful unless it 
takes the form of the provision of a special Jewish slaughter-house, in which 
every employe and every process will bé under the Board’s direct. control. . It 
is an anomaly that, while the most scrupulous care 18 exercised to ensure 
punctilious fulfilment of the religious prescriptions relating to the act of 
Shechita, some, of which owe their origin entirely to the laudable desire to 
spare the animal unnecessary pain, the antecedent operations, including that 
of “ casting,” should be allowed to take place in a way that involves positive 
cruelty. ‘Fhe cruelty is certainly perpetrated by non-Jewish hands and, more- 
over, itis general. But the anomaly exists only in connection with the 
Shechita with its ayowedly. humane regulations. It is, moreover, a_self{- 
contradictory act to insist npon the DBedikah—which is unmeaning unless it 
is hygienic—and at the same time to permit slaughter-houses to be in such 
an unsanitary state as to endanger tle public health.

s. 4n 1664 the Earl of Berkshire and Mr. Ricaut hear 
of the wealth of the Jews and the alleged insecure tenure of their 1} ghts of 
residence, seem to have attempted a bold piece of chantage. They went to 
the leaders of the Synagogue, told them the Jews had no right to remain in 
the country, and that they had a verbal order from the King toexpel them 
and seize their estates unless they came to terms withthem. With commendable 
courage the Congregation, through their Wardens,Emanuel Martinez Dormido 
(David Abarbanel], Eliau de Lima and Moses Baruch [ Lousada | at 
once addressed a petition to the King complaining of the action 
taken against them. They stated, in almost the same words aa had 
been used by Judges Glyn and Steel at the Whitehall Conferences of 1655 
that they knew of no law prohibiting their right of residence in the ¢ untry, 
and they asked that, in the event of his Majesty adhering to the alleged 
order, facilities might be given them for removing themselves, their 
families and fortunes to another country. The petition was considered by 
the King in Council on August 22ad, 1664, and the following decision is 
registered in the Entry Book for that year: —

The word “formerly” in this declaration is conc'usive on the question 
whether Charles II. had any hand.in readmitting the Jews, and the docu- 
ment is obviously a confirmation of the privilege granted by Cromwell. — It 
is unnecessary to enquire whether the King was privy to the Karl of Berk- 
shire’s attempt at extortion, although the fact that neither Mr. Ricaut nor the 
Earl was ever punished, coupled with the reference to “ any particular order,’ 
looks very suspicious. The truth doubtless is that the whole question was 
gone into anew by the Council, and it was found that, Prynne notwith- 
standing, the legal opinion of the Judges in 1655, which was the real 
charter of Jewish residence, was beyond dispute.

Charity is the golden link which, in spite of reli- 
gious differences, holds together the fragments of the shattered vessel of Israel's 
- nationality, The noblest form of charity is that which, wearing an apparently cruel 

garb, eifts and weighs the merits and coaditions of the applicant for relief—a task 
well carried out by such societies as the one on whose bebalf-the lecturer appealed 
“Happy is the man who considers the poor,” says the Psalmist,” meaning who cor. 
siders well and deals wisely in giving the poor. Too great publicity, however, in 
our charitable acts wasa tendency destructive to the very essence of charity, and 
one whi hour Sages strongly condemn, Nicodemus, the son of Gorion, though 
ostensibly a chiritanle man, was not regardei as such by them (Ketuboth f. 66), on 
account of the motiveswhich prompted him—vanity and ostentation. Charity in 
itself was a duty, nota virtuc, it isthe manner ia which we exercise it which elevates 
it tothe degree of a virtue. The reverend preacher strongly urged the claims of a 
Society which helped to mitigates the evils of life which pressed upon the Jewish poor 
of the city. Adducing the example of Rebekkah in the Sabbath portion, he appealed 
to the sympathies of the women of the community, charity being woman's special 
domain, one in which she had undoubted. right to participate. But to all charity 
proved the best comforter for the ills of life, budding forth as it did with the swect- 
emelling and never-fading towers of inward contentment and happicess

_ofall.”” The pantheon of these people was but simple, for the contact with Baby- 


lonian polytheism had existed only long enough to obliterate some traces of 


mono-heism, Sin, the Moon God, Samas, the Sun, Rimmanu, the Thunder. and 


Rain were almost the only gods whose names form component elements in the names 
of the simple folk. Mr, Boscawen then proceeded to describe the remarkable resem- 
blance which Babylonian religious literature presented to the Hebrew. Not only 
in hymns and poems, from which he quoted examples, but in the lighter literature 
were these traces to be found, Stories such as those of the antagonism of Cain and 
Abel and a remarkable resemblance to the curse of the earth in Gen. iii, 18, were 
found, Stories such as the conversation of the ox and horse, and the prayer of 
the fox resemble the legend of Balaam’s ass ; and the parable of Jotham in Num- 
bers ix. 7-16 resembles the trees who talked to Gizdhubar, Passing to the subject 
of the influence of nomad life, Mr. Boscawen quoted several examples from the bymns 
which showed how these early Semites like the Hebrews ciung to the “ glory of 
nomad life,” It was the life of Abram, David, Moses, The shepherd, was the hero 
of that most beautifal of Oriental poems, the Song of So!omon. The desert was the 
arena that gave birth to that fierce monotheistic hatred of the pomp of civilisation 
and city life. The noblest title the early Semitic Kings of Babylonia had was that 
of rien (‘09)“ Shepherd,’ “ of a wide spread people.” It was the desert-born thas 
saw in the influence of Phoenicia and Egypt upon the Hebrews a direct insult to 
the div.ne power. It gave birth t» Moses, Elijah, and John the Baptist, and was in 
accordance with the traditional saying of the founder of Islam, “ Every prophet 
should have been a Shepherd for a long time.” Speaking of the construction of the 
early Hebrew writings, Mr. Boscawen pointed out the fact that in Babylonian 
writings quotations were to be found from older works like that of the Book of 
Jasherin Samuel ii. 1. The Book of Jasher, like the Kitab-el-Aghani of the Arabs, 
was he suggested a book of Heroic Songs. Jasher, he thought came from the root

“ Inguisitio ad quod damnum,” that is, an enquiry institated by the Crown to 
ascertain the legal right one hes to the possession of a certain property, and to 
determine whether such property be held or not to the loss or prejadice of the King 
The mode of procodure consists in, lst, the issuing of a writ commanding the enquiry ; 
2nd, the assembling of the jurora with a view of eifting and ascertaining the facts ; 
Srdly, the verdict upon oath of the said jurors. In the present instance it is a 
mixed jury, six Christians and six Jewa ‘ the renve is Northampton; the defen- 
dant is Johanna la Corder, and she is bronglit to book as the owner of a certain 
house, which she had purchased from Leo or Lyon, son of Master Elias Baggard. 

Leo is the Canterbury Jew; Elias had resided in 
London. Date 1286, just four years era the Jews were expelled the Kingdom, 

The writ, which is purely formal, may be omitted. The verdict is the essential 
portion. Translated from the Latin it runs thus: “ Inquisition made at North 
ampton on Mon tay, the eleventh day of December, in the 14th year of the reign of 
oar Lord the King Edward, as per royal writ, in the presence of Magister Henry de 
Bray, justiciar of our Lord the King assigned to the custody of the Jews, concerning 
the house of Leo, son of Master Elias, Namely, to aecertain whether the said Leo, 
the Jew, had the legal right to give away, sell or alienate such house in any fashion 
that may not entail loss or prejudice to our Lord the King. These being the jurors: 
John the Scot, Richard the cuner (moneyer or coiner), Gecffr2y of Queston, Roger 
the Loker (locksmith), Nicholas of Braunfend, Roger Kane; Josce,son of Benedict 
Saunte of Lincoln, Ivask, son of Sarra, Mosse of Lincoln, Mosse, son of Avegaya, 
and Abraham, son of Sampson, Jews. 

I'hey declare on oath that the said house is the house of the said Leo, and that 
Leo possessed the house asa gift from Master Elias, his father, at least ssven year, 
before the decease of the said Master Elias, if not more, and eversince such demise 
Leo has had plenary seizin of the property. The aforesaid Leo certainly had the 
right to disposs of the house with its appurtenances in the same way that all other 
Jews have power to grant away or sell their houses as they deem fit. In testimony 
whereof the above-mentioned jurors have affixed their seals to this Inquisition.’ 
The seals have disappeared in the lapse of years. 

Now, there is this peculiarity about the deed, that whereas the Christians. 
evidently illiterate, appended their seals, the six Jewa wrote their names. I smiled 
as 1 looked at the names, for it was evident to me that my ancient coreligionists 
had taken all the pains in the world to subscribe their autographs in the smallest 
characters possible, the very tiniest bits of letters. A strong magnifying glass 
soon set this to rights, not disregarding the fact that the mames in Latin afforded 
me also an excellent clue, The names read in this order, and are in double 
lines

These names area study in themselves. We perceive that Lincoln is N’col twice 
over, that York is Everwyc, that Avegay is synonymous with Abigail, that two 
men gave their mothers’, not their fathers’ name, that Abraham is commonly 
called Abram, and that Saunte is really and actually a Jewish name, about which, 
up to the present, some doubts existed. These Hebrews had luckily escaped the 
awful fate terminating the lives of 50 persons of their race, who, within a few 
years previous to the Inquisition, had beea dragged at horses’ tales and then hanged, 
either on the charge of clipping the coin, orthe accusation that they had crucified 
a boy at Northampton. In 1280, Robert le Baud, Sheriff of Northampton, was 
entrasted with the task of selling “‘the King's premises which have escheated to 
him in the said vill by forfeiture of Jews of the same who have been hanged, or 
have refused the verdict of a Jury.” 

With this document before us we geta last lingering look at our predecessors 

amid their prosperity, ere the fatal stroke of 1290 severed them from their home- 
steads, Withthis inquisition in evidence, we have proof positive of a congregation 
existing al Northampton, and have not to rely upon vague generalities, Here are 
the men, Six of them, with their parents, counting ten in mumber, all alive in 
1286, all resident id Northampton, all about to be turned out of their homes, With 
this scrap of a document before us, we can almost fancy that we are in North smpton 
600 years: co, 80 accurate are the twice-mentioned names, and so clearly given are 
the facts. Reading between the lines we notice what a migratory race were our 
ancestors. Outof six men given at haphazard,two had come from Lincoln and 
one comes from York, none daring, however, to step from their former settlements 
except by payment of a fine or fee by way of license. Two. little matters, not un. 
important, deserve to ke noticed, The Crown, strangely enough, is satisfied with a 
verdict containing Hebrew signatures, the jurors being pcssibly ignorant of the ver- 
racular; and Mester Elias isspoken of throughout, minus his surname Baggard: 
The last iseomewhat s'riking, and leads to the conclusion that several incidents 
connected with Master Elias of London ia to be attributed to this Baggard, and not 
to others who bore a similar name, Magist«r Elias. 

Little or nothing is known of Magister Elias Baggard. That he was a London 
ran there is no dcubt,and that he was an impertant personage is als) indisputable 
Tho title Magister indicates this, which may signify either that he was a Ray ora 
physician, perhaps both. Individaals of celebrity were usually awarded the die. 
tinct ve appellatios of Cok, signifying Head or Chief, and under this title, viz, Cuk 
Bagard, Magister Elias appears in a London list of 1275. In the same roll he i 
alluded to as Bigard only, and noclue is afforded us anywhere revealing the sates 
of the epithet Baggard. The curious word “fama” which I do not understand 


runs through this roll. Cok Bagard is set down for the payment of 63, 8d. for a 


certain “fama” imposed on him, and other London Jews have to pay for “ famas.” 

Magister Elias seems to have possessed property in London, Canterbury and 
Northampton. Mr. Jacobs rightiy enough includes him or rather his heirs among 
those whose estates were confiscated at the expulsion in 1290, but neither of us two 
can with certainty point out the spot which he inhabited. All that we can ascer- 
tain is that one Isabella de Vescy bargained with the Crown for his London pro- 
perty, and in due course, acquiredit, Leo, Elias’s son, had naturally succeeded 
to his father’s property. We thus find him in London, Northampton, and in the 
parish of St, Mary's Bredman, Canterbury. All these properties were appropriated
